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INTRODUCTION 


Though  regarded  by  many  as  monotonous  desert,  the  State  of 
Nevada  has  one  of  the  more  diverse  landscapes  and  associated 
floras  in  the  United  States.  Most  of  the  state  occupies  the 
Great  Basin,  with  its  many  high  montane  islands,  intervening 
desert  valleys,  isolated  wetlands,  and  diverse  rock  and  soil 
types.  Adding  to  this  diversity  are  portions  of  the  Mojave 
Desert  covering  the  southern  third  of  the  state,  the  Columbia 
Plateau  along  the  northern  border,  and  a  small  wedge  of  the 
Sierra  Nevada  and  Californian  flora  around  Lake  Tahoe  in  the 
western  corner. 

This  diversity  of  isolated  habitats  leads  to  many  rare  and  iso- 
lated species.  In  1988,  The  Nature  Conservancy  (TNC)  ranked 
Nevada  sixth  in  the  nation  in  number  of  sensitive  plant  species, 
behind  California,  Hawaii,  Texas,  Florida,  and  Utah.  At  the 
same  time,  Nevada  urban  areas  are  among  the  fastest  growing 
in  the  nation,  resulting  in  greatly  increased  pressure  on  habitat 
and  water  resources  for  sensitive  species. 

These  pressures  have  already  resulted  in  listing  of  eight  vas- 
cular plants  in  Nevada  as  endangered  or  threatened  by  the  U.S. 
Fish  and  Wildlife  Service  (USFWS).  Seven  of  these  are  en- 
demic to  Ash  Meadows  in  southern  Nye  County,  and  have  been 
under  pressure  from  agricultural  development  and  water  diver- 


sions. The  eighth,  Steamboat  buckwheat  (Eriogonum 
ovalifolium  var.  williamsiae),  is  narrowly  endemic  to  sinter  soils 
around  hot  springs  on  the  southern  margin  of  Reno. 

In  1984,  The  Nature  Conservancy  purchased  12,613  acres  in 
Ash  Meadows  to  preserve  habitat  for  the  species  listed  there. 
This  land  has  now  been  transferred  to  the  USFWS  as  part  of 
the  Ash  Meadows  National  Wildlife  Refuge.  TNC  is  also  at- 
tempting to  negotiate  an  agreement  to  preserve  habitat  for  the 
Steamboat  buckwheat.  State  and  Federal  agencies  are  begin- 
ning to  manage  other  sensitive  species  in  order  to  reduce  the 
need  for  further  listings. 

Through  activities  associated  with  animal  husbandry,  mining, 
and  post-disturbance  re-seeding,  many  areas  of  rural  Nevada 
have  been  both  accidentally  and  intentionally  revegetated  with 
Eurasian  species,  particularly  crested  wheatgrass  (Agropyron 
cristatum),  halogeton  {Halogeton  glomeratiis),  cheat  grass 
(Bromus  tectorum)  and  Russian  thistle  (Salsola  spp.).  Russian 
olive  (Elaeagnus  angustifolius)  and  several  species  of  Tamarisk 
(Tamarix)  are  aggressively  invading  wetland  areas,  depriving 
native  species  of  water.  These  exotic  species  represent  serious 
threats  to  habitat  for  native  plants  in  Nevada. 


PURPOSES 


This  list  identifies  the  vascular  plants  now  in  greatest  jeopardy 
of  extinction  in  Nevada,  and  provides  a  summary  of  their  cur- 
rent status  for  use  by  planners,  surveyors,  land  managers, 
developers,  the  scientific  community,  and  the  general  public. 
This  biennial  edition  is  based  on  the  current  contents  of  the 


Nevada  Natural  Heritage  Program  database,  the  most  recent 
Federal  Register  listings  by  the  U.S.  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service 
(55  FR  6184;  21  February  1990),  and  information  received  at 
the  11  April  1991  sensitive  plant  workshop  of  the  NNNPS  Rare 
Plant  Committee. 
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SENSITIVE  PLANT  PROGRAMS  IN  NEVADA 


Northern  Nevada  Native  Plant  Society  (NNNPS) 


Although  the  Endangered  Species  Act  became  law  in  1973, 
Nevada's  first  compilation  of  rare  plants  appeared  in  the  Smith- 
sonian "red"  book  on  1  July  1975.  In  the  spring  of  1975, 
NNNPS  was  organized  with  "...  the  express  purpose  of  bring- 
ing together  all  those  who  share  an  interest  in  the  wild  plants  of 
Nevada  ...  so  that  they  may  make  a  major  contribution  to  im- 
portant conservation  efforts."  (Mentzelia  1:1,  1975.)  A  Plant  In- 
ventory Committee  was  designated  with  "...  the  hope  that  an 
accurate  list  of  rare  and  endangered  species  may  be  prepared." 

From  the  first  volume  of  Mentzelia,  the  quest  to  know  Nevada's 
unique  plants  began  as  the  voluntary  task  of  NNNPS  members 
sharing  an  enthusiasm  for  the  state's  flora.  Based  on  the 
original  Smithsonian  list,  about  250  taxa  were  considered  rare 
in  Nevada.  Many  people  were  interested  in  seeing  these  plants, 
with  NNNPS  co-founder  Margaret  Williams  taking  the  lead. 
Over  many  miles  and  many  mountains  Margaret,  with  her  hus- 
band Loring,  Reno  botanist  Arnold  Tiehm,  and  many  other 
friends,  crisscrossed  the  state  to  rediscover  each  species.  Each 
"find"  was  marked  in  the  Nevada  atlas  of  highway  maps.  Thus 
Margaret's  personal  travel  journal  became  the  prototype  for 
rare  plant  record-keeping  in  Nevada. 

Nevada's  first  rare  plant  workshop  was  held  in  Reno  on  23-25 
February  1978  to  discuss  the  Endangered  Species  Act  and  the 
state's  list.  The  meeting  was  coordinated  by  Dr.  Duane  At- 
wood,  then  Staff  Botanist  with  the  U.S.  Fish  and  Wildlife  Serv- 
ice, and  reflected  an  interagency  sponsorship.  The  57  par- 
ticipants included  43  from  various  western  state  and  federal 
agencies,  8  from  universities,  and  5  NNNPS  members.  The 
product  of  this  workshop,  an  formal  Nevada  list,  appeared  in 
the  July-August  1978  NNNPS  Newsletter.  Since  then,  annual 
or  biennial  meetings  have  convened  to  revise  the  Nevada  list, 
with  updated  versions  published  in  the  Newsletter  or  available 
separately  through  the  Society. 

Three  innovations  were  adopted  at  the  workshop.  First,  the 
NNNPS  Rare  Plant  Committee  was  formed  to  review,  update, 
and  revise  the  list.  Second,  the  participants  agreed  to  centralize 
all  rare  species  data  at  the  Nevada  State  Museum,  with  Ann 
Pinzl,  Curator  of  Natural  History,  serving  as  the  first  Com- 
mittee Chair.  Margaret's  map  atlas  and  journal  served  as  the 
primer  for  record-keeping  at  the  Museum.  Ann  produced  eight 
revisions  from  1978  to  1986,  with  map  sheets  distributed 
through  the  generosity  of  the  Museum.  Third,  the  group 
agreed  to  and  encouraged  adoption  of  the  NNNPS  recommen-

dations  by  Federal  and  State  listing  agencies.  Inspired  by  Dr. 
James  Reveal,  noted  University  of  Maryland  Eriogonum  expert, 
the  Nevada  Division  of  Forestry  began  formally  listing  plants 
under  NRS  527.260-.300. 

While  many  initial  records  were  based  on  Margaret  Williams' 
explorations,  contributions  came  from  many  botanists.  A 
search  of  western  herbaria  was  funded  by  federal  agencies  in 
1978.  Ken  Genz  (Toiyabe  National  Forest)  and  Duane  Atwood 
supplied  hundreds  of  entries  from  this  massive  search.  These 
and  previous  efforts  culminated  in  publication  of  Tlireatened 
and  Endangered  Plants  of  Nevada,  An  Illustrated  Manual  by 
Hugh  N.  Mozingo,  Curator  of  the  University  of  Nevada,  Reno 
herbarium,  and  Margaret  Williams,  NNNPS  President  and  Ex- 
ecutive Director  (U.S.  Department  of  the  Interior,  Fish  and 
Wildlife  Service  and  Bureau  of  Land  Management,  May  1980). 
This  first  book  on  Nevada's  rare  flora  was  beautifully  illustrated 
by  Jeanne  Janish,  Peggy  Duke,  and  others,  and  remains  a  useful 
(though  dated)  resource. 

In  the  1970s  and  early  1980s,  collection  of  rare  plant  data  was 
geographically  driven  by,  for  example,  the  proposed  MX  missile 
project,  floristic  inventories  in  southern  and  central  Nevada 
(Ackerman,  Beatley,  Cochrane,  Holland,  Niles,  Reveal,  and 
Swearingen),  and  the  work  of  agency  botanists  in  north-central 
Nevada  (Goodrich,  Lewis,  and  Yoder-Williams).  In  1987  John 
T.  Kartesz,  now  of  the  North  Carolina  Botanical  Garden,  com- 
piled these  geographic  data  into  a  massive,  yet-unpublished  dis- 
sertation,^ Flora  of  Nevada.  Many  new  species  and  sites  have 
been  discovered  by  botanists  associated  with  the  Intennountain 
Flora  project,  among  the  most  thorough  and  prolific  of  whom 
has  been  Arnold  Tiehm.  A  shift  to  species-driven  data  collec- 
tion occurred  in  the  mid-1980s,  with  emphasis  on  site  and  taxon 
verification,  status  reports,  and  attempts  to  locate  new  sites. 

The  NNNPS  Rare  Plant  Committee  continues  to  flourish 
through  group  effort.  Participation  is  voluntary  and  open  to 
anyone.  Participants  convene  every  1-2  years  to  evaluate  and 
update  Nevada's  list  of  sensitive  plants,  their  threats,  population 
dynamics,  and  other  concerns.  Consensus  is  reached  on  a 
species-by-species  basis  with  recommendations  made  to  ex- 
pedite revision  and  implementation  of  State  and  Federal  Laws. 
Since  1986,  the  committee  Chair  has  been  held  by  the  Nevada 
Natural  Heritage  Program  Botanist,  who  has  revised  and  col- 
lated each  updated  list.  Printing  and  mailing  costs  have  been 
donated  by  the  Nevada  Division  of  Forestry. 


Nevada  state  law  established  in  1969  (NRS  527.260-.300) 
provides  "a  program  for  the  conservation,  protection,  restora- 
tion and  propagation  of  selected  species  of  flora  and  for  the 


perpetuation  of  the  habitats  of  such  species."  It  permits  the 
State  Forester  Firewarden  (SFF)  to  list  native  plant  taxa  as 
"threatened  with  extinction",  and  prohibits  removal  or  destruc- 
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tion  of  such  species  except  by  special  permit  from  the  SFF. 
The  most  recent  Critically  Endangered  Species  List,  issued  2 
November  1987,  contains  21  plant  taxa  (Appendix  1).  State  law 
also  makes  it  unlawful  to  ". . .  cut,  destroy,  mutilate,  remove,  or 

U.S.  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service  (USFWS)  


possess  any  Christmas  [evergreen]  tree,  cactus  [Cactaceae], 
yucca  [Yucca]  or  branches  thereof . . ."  from  state,  county,  or 
private  lands  without  permission  from  the  SFF  (NRS  527.060- 
.120). 


The  USFWS  is  responsible  for  implementation  of  the  Endan- 
gered Species  Act  (16  USC  1531  et  seq.,  as  amended).  This  Act 
protects  listed  and  candidate  Threatened  or  Endangered  plants 
and  animals  (see  federal  categories  below).  The  Secretary  of 
the  Interior  is  authorized  to  develop  and  implement  recovery 

Department  of  the  Interior,  Bureau  of  Land  Management  (BLM) 

BLM  policy  provides  for  conservation  of  Threatened  and  En- 
dangered species  mainly  via  conservation  management  of  the 
lands  and  ecosystems  supporting  them  (BLM  Manual,  chapter 
6840).  Policy  also  requires  similar  management  of  candidate 
and  other  sensitive  species  so  as  not  to  contribute  to  the  need 
to  list  these  species  as  Threatened  or  Endangered.  Eighty-five 
percent  of  Nevada  lands  are  federally  managed  (more  than  in 
any  other  state  but  Alaska);  and  BLM  administers  80%  of 

Department  of  Agriculture,  U.S.  Forest  Service  (USFS) 

Department  Regulation  9500-4  requires  the  USFS  to  maintain, 
at  least,  viable  populations  of  all  existing  plants  and  animals  on 
Forest  lands,  and  to  avoid  actions  that  could  result  in  federal 
listing  of  any  species.  Forest  Service  Manual  sect.  2670  directs 
Regional  Foresters  to  establish  programs  to  identify  sensitive 
species  in  each  region,  and  to  manage  these  species  to  ensure 
their  viability. 

Nevada  Natural  Heritage  Program  (NVNHP) 

The  NVNHP  was  established  by  TNC  in  January  1986  to  serve 
as  the  state's  clearinghouse  for  sensitive  species  data.  Its  ongo- 
ing mission  is  to  compile,  analyze,  and  disseminate  data  from 
all  sources  on  occurrences  of  endangered,  threatened,  and  sen- 
sitive plants,  animals,  and  unique  communities  throughout 
Nevada.  Sources  of  information  include  museum  specimens, 
field  surveys  conducted  by  the  NVNHP,  biologists  working  with 
federal  and  state  agencies,  the  Northern  Nevada  Native  Plant 
Society,  private  consultants  and  other  knowledgeable  in- 
dividuals, and  published  and  unpublished  literature.  The  data 
are  maintained  in  comprehensive  computer  and  manual  files, 
and  are  available  to  all  interested  parties. 


plans  for  each  listed  species.  Several  status  surveys  for  listed 
and  candidate  species  have  been  completed  in  Nevada  using 
funds  provided  by  USFWS  under  Section  6  of  the  Act.  The 
USFWS  administers  over  1.35  million  acres  of  Wildlife  Refuges 
and  Ranges  in  Nevada. 


these.  A  nationwide  Memorandum  of  Understanding  between 
BLM  and  TNC  now  provides  for  cooperative  exchanges  of  in- 
formation on  sensitive  species,  on  the  identification,  evaluation 
and  monitoring  of  lands  with  high  natural  values,  and  in  con- 
ducting field  surveys.  BLM  has  provided  Challenge/Cost-share 
funds  to  complete  several  field  surveys  and  other  projects  on 
Nevada's  sensitive  species. 


Nevada  includes  the  Toiyabe  and  Humboldt  National  Forests 
(NF)  of  Intermountain  Region  4,  and  the  Boundary  Peak  Wil- 
derness portion  of  the  Inyo  NF  in  California  Region  5.  Il- 
lustrated field  guides  to  sensitive  plants  have  been  published  for 
the  Region  4  forests.  Challenge/Cost-share  funds  from  USFS 
have  enabled  completion  of  several  field  surveys  for  sensitive 
plants  in  Nevada. 


Currently  the  NVNHP  database  contains  1563  occurrences  of 
sensitive  plants  in  Nevada.  With  about  260  plants  being 
tracked,  though,  this  averages  about  6  records  per  taxon  for  a 
very  large  state.  Clearly,  many  taxa  and  many  areas  of  Nevada 
are  very  sparsely  surveyed.  Currently  we  have  neither  data  nor 
expertise  on  mosses,  liverworts,  lichens,  or  fungi.  NVNHP  wel- 
comes any  new  information  or  comments  on  the  listings  herein.

Previous  editions  of  this  publication  were  issued  as  a  stapled 
list,  organized  by  federal  or  other  categories.  For  this  edition, 
all  data  were  thoroughly  re-verified  for  accuracy  and  complete- 
ness. The  federal  list  was  re-written  and  updated,  and  is  now 
followed  by  an  alphabetic  list  and  several  supplementary  lists 


and  indices.  Common  names  and  NVNHP  ranks  have  been 
added  for  all  taxa.  In  the  main  lists,  the  current  or  most  recent 
federal  status,  NNNPS-recommended  federal  status,  Nevada 
State  status,  common  name(s),  county  and  state  distribution, 
NNNPS  status,  and  NVNHP  rankings  are  given  for  each  taxon.
